Wotton, in the County of Syrrey, Eſq; 


Eorge Evelyn having one Daughter and Three Grand-Daughters (the Children of his Eldeſt 
(; Son Deceaſed) but no Ifſue Male living ; did by his Deed in the Year 1692. voluntarily ſettle 


his Eftate of near Two Thouland Pounds per Annum Value , to the uſe of Himſelf for Lite, 
without Impeachment of waſt, with Remainder to his Brother Jobn Evelyn, and the Heirs Male of his 
Body, with Remainder to fobn Evelyn (Son of the ſaid Fohn) and the Heirs Male of his Body, and for 
| default of ſuch Iſſue, to the uſe of Himſelf, his Heirs and Affigns. 
F In which Settlement, the full Inteution and Delign of the ſaid George Evelyn , was to preſerve the 
= --— Premiſes, -aftt>his own Deceaſe, to his Brother -anf his Iſue Male ; but upon failure of ſuch Iffue Male, 
that the ſame ſhould aſſuredly Revert to his own right Heirs. 
And the ſajd George Evelyn truſting and d ing that his Brother and Nephew would not take any 
advantage from the ſaid voluntary Settlement, farther than was intended thereby, and relying upon their 
Fidelity and Gratitude therein, did not (as in Cantion he might have done) reſerve to himſelf, in the 
ſaid Settlement, any Power of Revocation ; nor did reſtrain the uſes to firſt, ſecond, or other Sons of 
his Brother in Tayl (as the Courſe is,to dointhe like Caſes) whereby to hinder their deſtroying the ſaid 
Settlement ; of which they taking «dvantagg (as the ſaid George Evelyn hath now lately diſcovered) 
intend, after his Deceaſe , fo ſuffer 4 Recovery of the Premiſes to barr the ſaid Reverſion to his own 
Right Heirs, which being contrary to his. intention, he hath deſired his ſaid Brother to Joyn with him 
in ſuch a new Settlement, as may effeQtually ſecure the ſaid Reverfion to his right Heirs, after his De- 
ceaſe, according to his true 'intentroh. -But the ſaid Fobn Evelyn refuſing to comply therewith, and de- 
| pgning to take advantage of the ſaid Settlement (though voluntary) to defeat his right Heirs of the ſaid 
| everlion, 


« Therefore the ſaid Oevrge Evelyn beſeechFh the Right Honourable The Lords Spiritual and 

Temporal, to give leave for the bringing in a Bill, for the Que ſetling and ſecuring his Eftate, 

according to his Intentions in the ſaid Deed of Settlement (viz.) after his own Deceaſe, to his 

Brother and his Son, and their ſeveral Sons ſucceſſively in Tayl Male, in ſuch manner, that 

_ failure of ſuch Iflue Male, the Premiſes may revert to the ſaid George Exelyn's own right 
Elrs, without any Fower of his Brother, or his Son to barr the ſame. 
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
